I rake dead leaves, sticks and pine needles 
off my lawn.

I make mulch piles to protect our garden, 
and keep weeds away. (Make sure to keep 
mulch away from your house. This will help 
to prevent fire from spreading to the home.)

My garden has Firewise flowers and plants in it. (These are plants and flowers that help 
keep fire away from homes because they hold more water and grow lower to the ground 
so flames don't touch them.)

I remove leaves and twigs from under the deck.

I sweep the deck or porch to get rid of pine needles and leaves.

I make sure to give plants and shrubs plenty of water.

I carry all the leaves, sticks, pine needles and everything else I collected, to the curb 
for trash pick up. (Have a grown-up help you with this, it can be heavy.)
